Alioto out 
of race for 
governor 


SAN FRANCISCO UPI -- Mayor Jo­ 
seph L Alioto announce(^Monday he would 
not run for the governoship of Californ­ 
ia because a campaign would interfere 
with his $12 million libel suit against 
Look magazine for linking him with 
Mafia figures. 
Alioto has been considered a rising 
political star. 
At the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention in Chicago he nomin­ 
ated Hubert H. Humphrey for Presi­ 
dent and was himself mentioned as a 
possible candidate for vice president. 
In announcing his decision, Alioto said 
he would not seek the Democratic gub­ 
ernatorial 
nomination 
“ this time 
around.” 
Alioto, 53, said his recent disclos­ 
ure that he shared $800,000 of a $2.4 
million fee as a private attorney with 
two former Washington State officials 
had nothing to do with his decision. 
“ I simply can’t, at one and the same 
time, fulfill my obligation as mayor, 
prosecute a landmark suit against an 
infamous libel and run for governor 
without jeopardizing each effort for the 
others,” he told a news conference. 
Alioto omitted a flat recommendation 
for Assemblyman Jesse Unruh, the only 
announced candidate so far for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination to oppose Republican 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
However, the decision seemed to leave 
a relatively clear field for Unruh, who 
described it as “ an act of statesman­ 
ship and concern.” 
San Francisco State College Presi­ 
dent S. I. Hayakawa has been consid­ 
ered a potential candidate for both gov­ 
ernor and U. S. senator, but he is 
expected to take himself out of both 
races at a news conference 1 hursday. 
In explaining that the fee-sharing dis­ 
closures were not a factor, Alioto said 
he received the huge fee for recovering 
more than $16 million damages for 15 
public utility districts in Washington 
State in an antitrust case from 1961 
to 1967. 
“ That is another issue that I would 
have liked to present to the people,” 
he said. 
“ After all, when you get 
$16 million from a cartel of monopo­ 
lies, that is to the good.” 
Alioto’s lawsuit against Look Maga­ 
zine was filed last Sept. 5 before the 
magazine published an article linking 
the mayor with six Mafia leaders. He 
has categorically denied the allegations.

Dog owners are reminded that in 
order to secure a 1970 license they 
must present a valid anti-rabies vac­ 
cination certificate to the Health De­ 
partment before a dog license can be 
obtained. 
Animal regulations require dogs to 
be vaccinated with an approved two- 
year canine anti-rabies vaccine within 18 
months of Jan. 1 of the year for Which 
the dog license is to be issued (1970). 
Dogs vaccinated with the two year vac­ 
cine after July 1, 1968, can be licensed 
for 1970 upon presentation of a proper 
vaccination certificate. 
Dog owners must bring their ani­ 
mal to the clinic on a leash. 
Veterinarians will inoculate dogs at 
the reduced fee of $2 per dog. 
Dogs 
that are less than four months old will 
not be vaccinated. 
Dog licenses for 
1970 may also be obtained at the clinic 
from 
representatives 
of the County 
Health Department at $4 per license. 
Clinics are a joint effort of the Mid- 
Coast Veterinary Medical Association 
and the County Health Department. 


Nigerians celebrating victory 


LAGOS, Nigeria (UPI) — Nigerian stu­ 
dents staged impromptu victory celebra­ 
tions in the streets of Lagos today but 
police turned them back with tear gas 
when their demonstrations took on anti- 
Catholic overtones, and they tried to 
march on the Roman Catholic Secretar­ 
iat. 
Nigerian leader Gen. Kakubu Gowon, 
accepted the surrender of Biafra in a 
midnight broadcast, and offered full pro­ 
tection to all Biafran troops. He asked 
Biafran leaders to send peace emmis­ 
arles into the field to meet Nigerian 
commanders. 
Gowon instructed Nigerian soldiers to 
shoot only if they encountered resis­ 
tance by Biafrans. 


He also agreed to allow Britain to fly 
in 10 tons of medical supplies for the 
ill and starving refugees of the Nigerian 
civil war. 
In Washington, the White House said 
David Newsom, assistant secretary of 
state for African affairs, was meeting 
with Gowon in Lagos to discuss the 
U.S. offer of $10 million worth of food, 
of which $2 million was made avail­ 
able to the international Red Cross in 
Geneva today. 


Students and other citizens danced 
in the streets to celebrate the victory 
over secessionist Biafra which surrend­ 
ered Monday. Some carried placards con­ 
demning Pope Paul VI for expressing 


fears that a m assacre of Biafrans by Ni­ 
gerians would follow their surrender. 
The Biafrans are mostly members of 
the Ibo Tribe, and Christian. Many of 
the relief supplies that reached them dur­ 
ing the 2^2 year civil war came from 
Catholic 
relief organizations, 
which 
worked in conjunction with Protestant 
and Jewish relief agencies. 
Their foes were mostly Moslem Hausa 
tribesmen. 
Pope Paul announced he would dis­ 
patch an emissary to Lagos to help in 
speeding relief aid to millions of starv­ 
ing refugees. 
He joined President Nixon, British 
Prim e Minister Harold Wilson and Pres- 
dent Georges Pompidou of France in ask­ 


ing for mercy for the defeated Ibo tribes­ 
men. The anti-Catholic anger boiled up 
today and one group of demonstrators 
started 
toward 
the 
Roman Catholic 
Church headquarters building in Lagos 
only to be turned back. There was no re ­ 
port of injuries. 


Despite the Biafran surrender Gowon 
faced many difficulties in restoring the 
former British colony into its role as a 
model nation. 
One offer of help came today from 
President Albert Bongo of Gabon, one 
of the few nations to recognize Biafra, 
Bongo, speaking in his capital of Lib­ 
reville, offered to participate in any 
talks between the belligerents in the 


civil war and to host such talks in Gs^ 
bon if asked. 
Bongo warned it would be difficult to 
find any rapid solution to the conflict, 
even after the latest military develop­ 
ments, 
“ It is difficult to imagine the Ibos ac­ 
cepting to return all of a sudden into a 
reunified Nigeria and coexist with those 
they were fighting only a few hours ago,” 
Bongo said. 
Offers of aid poured in from all over 
the world, and Wilson announced in Lon­ 
don Britain would make $12 million 
available for relief and rehabilitation in 
Nigeria if wanted. He said Britain also 
had agreed to furnish transportation for 
the distribution of relief siqiplies. 
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Sino-Soviet 
conflict will 
damage U.S. 


LONDON 
(UPI) — A study published 
by the prestigious 
Royal Institute for 
International 
Affairs says a successful 
Soviet military attack against Commu­ 
nist China would take the Soviets a step 
forward in “ communizing the world.” 
It said such a Sino - Soviet conflict 
would be extremely 
damaging to the 
interests of the United States and the 
non-Communist world.” 
“ Whatever 
her policy at this time 
toward the Sino-Soviet conflict, the Unit­ 
ed States would 
find 
it almost im­ 
possible to remain uninvolved,” said 
the study released in the institute’s cur­ 
rent montly publication. The World T o 
day. 
“ Already, the world of nuclear stale­ 
mate is a highly risky arena for the de­ 
cision 
makers,” it said. “ A Russo 
Chinese conflict would have the final 
unsettling effect.’’ 
The document said a successful Soviet 
military operation against Mainland Chi­ 
na, followed by a satisfactory political 
settlement within Peking, would cer­ 
tainly mean a “ gigantic 
shift in the 
Sian balance of power which would have 
worldwide repercussions. 
“ The U.S.S.R. 
would 
have taken a 
step forward in her aim of communiz­ 
ing the world. The nations of the Asian 
periphery 
would find it impossible to 
maintain 
their independence of even 
neutrality.” 
The study, 
drafted by T. C. Rhee, 
of the University of Dayton in Ohio, is 
entitled “ Sino-Soviet Military Conflict 
and the Global Balance of Power.” 
“ In addition, the Soviet attempt to 
penetrate the eastern oceans would be 
far more successful than has hitherto 
been the case,” it said. 
“ The United States would find it almost 
impossible to remain uninvolved. The 
confrontation between the United States 
and the Soviet Union would be enormous­ 
ly intensified, and the arm s race might 
become virtually unmanageable.”

The desire to work and relate to a 
particular community 
brought F. K. 
(Ken) Dawson to Lompoc as the city’s 
new public works director - city engi­ 
neer. 
That, and the desire that that particu­ 
lar community be a small one, as op­ 
posed to a large 
metropolitan area, 
and near the ocean. 


Dawson started his first full week on 
the job yesterday looking forward 
to 
living in Lompoc 
and tackling the pro­ 
blems 
that his position may offer. He 
officially 
started 
work 
last Thurs­ 
day. 
The new city official came here from 
Sacramento where he had been employ­ 
ed as director of engineering and Sac­ 
ramento manager of the engineering firm 
of Koebig and Koebig, Inc. His starting 
salary is $1,313 a month. 
He said he and his family liked Sac­ 
ramento well enough but that they were 
looking forward to living in a small 
community and living nearer the ocean. 


Dawson said he had a choice of two 
positions at the time, the other also 
near the ocean, but decided on Lompoc 
because of its size. 
He said he has already leased a home 
at 304 Princeton Place and his family 
is expected this weekend. Dawson and 
his wife have six children, all of them 
in school, five of which will live in Lom­ 
poc. 
As the public works director - city 
engineer he will be in charge 
of city 
engineering, traffic, 
building 
regula­ 
tions and maintainance, 
streets and 
sanitation. 
Of particular 
Interest to him at this

of the position. His job 
in Sacramento 
kept him tied too close

In Auckland, New Zealand, the Hotel 
Intercontinental where Agnew will stay 
later this week was shaken by an explo­ 
sion today. Police investigators failed to 
find the cause or evidence of damage. 
Anti-Vietnam War demonstrators also 
tried to blow up a small arms deput but 
failed. 
Heavy security was in effect as Agnew 
rode from the Fairbairn air force base 
to Australia’s war memorial monument 
to 
lay a wreath, the first official event 
during his 43-hour stay in Australia. 
He leaves Thursday for Auckland, New 
Zealand. 
A promised “ boisterous” demonstra­ 
tion by members of the Vietnam Mora- 
torium Committee failed to materialize. 
Scattered shouts of “ Fascist pig” and 
“ go home Spiro” were drowned out by 
the cheers of the maiority of a crowd 
assembled at the monument. 
Police said the demonstrators, who 
carried North Vietnamese flags and few 
placards, 
numliered no more thaï» 40. 
Five demonstrators — four men and a wcv 
man — were hauled away after a brief 
scuffle with police when they appar­ 
ently tried to get closer to A^mew. 
The vice president ignored the incident 
and the tomatoes that .splashed against 
his car just before he returned to it from 
the wreath - laying ceremony.

Minier files 
complaint despite 


contempt threat 


Despite the threat of federal court 
contempt action against him, SanU Bar­ 
bara County tHstrtct Attorney David 
Minier late yesterday filed a 343 coun­ 
ty criminal complaint against four oil 
companies in connection with the San­ 
ta Barbara Cliannel oil spill which be­ 
gan a year ago this month. 
The complaint charges Union, Mobil, 
Texaco and Gulf oil companies with 
343 separate acts of polluting state 
waters in the channel, beginning in 
early February of 1969 and continuing 
on a daily basis until the pre.sent. 
In A[)ril of last year, Federal Dis­ 
trict Court Judge Albert Stephens, Jr., 
barred Minier from prosecuting, or 
“ otherwise harrassing,” the oil com- 
iianies, their suppliers or their employ­ 
ees. 
The injunction, although being 
ap|»ealed, is still in effect wliich raises 
the iKissibility of contempt action against 
Minier. 
The district attorney explained that 
he had to file charges against the com 
panies without further delay because the 
one year statute of llmitatlofis was 
about to run out. 
Even though he 
might eventually succeed in overturn­ 
ing the federal injunction, it would be 
a meaningless victory if he were then 
barred from prosecution because the 
filing time had [lassed. 
Minier said that although he consid­ 
ers the federal Injunction to be “ in^ 
valide and unenforceable,” he expects 
the oil companies to ask Judge Ste­ 
phens to hold him in contempt and 
to either jail him or fine him, or do 
botii. 
The district attorney said, however, 
that he could no longer in good con­ 
science refrain from prosecuting mere^ 
ly Ijerause the oil companies were hold­ 
ing the threat of jail over his head.

In the event of a disaster and state of 
emergency 
in a community the people 
living therein must cease work as in­ 
dividuals and band together in an ef­ 
fort that will be for the best good and 
benefit for all concerned. 
Lompoc’s 
Civil 
Defense 
program 
is designed to accomplish such an effort. 
Lompoc’s 
program, 
created 
10 
years ago with recommemiations from 
the California Disaster Officer, is pres­ 
ently being updated by City Administra- 
tor Gene Wählers and Fire Chief John 
Baker. 
The Lompoc City Council recently ai>- 
pointed Wählers as the city’s civil de­ 
fense director and Baker as his assist­ 
ant. 
The emergency services portion of the 
city’s program is the specific part that 
brings people together during a disaster 
to work as a team. It not only deals 
more directly witli the people and their 


needs but bands them together to do the 
job themselves. 
Emergency services are broken down 
into many areas that include 
welfare 
and shelter, health and medical, 
law 
enforcement, engineer service, 
fire 
service, and supply and special serv­ 
ices. 
Supply and special services include 
such areas as transportation, 
man­ 
power, 
utilities, 
food, 
petroleum, 
industrial 
production, construction and 
housing and economic 
stabilization. 


Tlie welfare and shelter 
service 
would be under the direction of the city’s 
recreation 
superintendent 
and would 
include the management and operation 
of reception centers, 
public shelter 
and allocation of temporary lodging. 
Departments 
and organizations that 
would help in this area include schools, 
recreation department, redevelopment 
agency, 
jjark 
deijartment, 
Museum 
Associates, 
veterans Memorial Build­ 
ing staff, Red Cross, religious and pri­ 
vate welfare groups, building owners 
and managers, motel, hotel and restau­ 
rant firms, 
Community 
Development 


Center, 
Farm Bureau, library and ap­ 
propriate state and federal agencies. 
Health and medical service would be 
under the direction of the hospital ad­ 
m inistrator and would include all doc­ 
tors, and state and federal health groups 
and various other organizations 
con­ 
nected with public health. 
Tlieir basic 
tasks would be to pro- 
vide 
medical treatment 
for sick and 
injured Iversons, maintain public health 
controls, 
manage 
health and medical 
services and facilities, provide first aid 
in support of search and rescue and pro­ 
vide facility contamination control 
l^aw 
enforcement would, of course, 
be under the direction of the chief of po­ 
lice and include all police officers, po­ 
lice 
reserves, 
private watchmen and 
related state and federal 
agencies. 
Besides 
enforcing all 
laws, 
rules 
and 
regulations, 
the law enforcement 
service would provide security for fa­ 
cilities and resources, control both pe­ 
destrian and vehicular traffic and coor­ 
dinate city - wide 
vehicular 
traffic 
controls. 
The engineer service would be under 
the direction of the director of public 


works and include that department, the 
county flood control district, park, sani­ 
tation, 
buildings and grounds and photo 
reproduction 
detwirtments, 
engineer­ 
ing and grading contractor firms, gen­ 
eral contractor firm s, civil engineers 
and associates in private practice, and 
related state and federal 
agencies. 


The engineer service would have the 
responsibility of restoring, 
maintain­ 
ing and operating essential facilities, 
clear debris, construct emergency fa­ 
cilities, including expedient fallout shel­ 
ters and provide teclmical supervision 
over all other emergency construction. 
The city fire chief would direct the 
fire service, which would include volun­

capacity of 2,768 beds. 
F isher said “ any resem blance 
to privacy or human dignity 
has been lost.” He added the 
hospital adm its m ore than 2,500 
patients 
to 
the w ards each 
month for a census average of 
630 persons per day. The legal 
capacity of the w ards, he said, 
was limited to 555beds. 
The suit also charged patients 
w ere being treated in “ unsafe, 
inadequate and unlawful facili­ 
tie s .” 
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violence com m ission headed by 
D r.

said. 
“ Unless 
we 
propose 
to 
em ulate the ostrich, we must 
expect—indeed the public has a 
right to dem and-that the p ress 
will 
report 
the day’s intel­ 
ligence including that which is 
violent. As with other events, 
when there is violence, the 
public has a right to know it.”

The bill proposes a 30.6 per 
cent increase and also would

increase. 
A sim ilar Alquist m easure 
was killed on the Senate floor 
last year. It proposed a $15 
m illion increase.

AFDC 
grant has in­

Three U.S. helicopters shot down, 
Navy vessel damaged by mine 


SAIGON 
(U PI)-Com m unist 
forces shot down three Ameri­ 
can helicopters Monday, and, 
for- the first tim e in m ore than 
a year, used a mine to damage 
a U.S. Navy vessel in Vietnam 
w aters, 
m ilitary 
spokesmen 
said today. 
In Saigon, official sources 
reported a North Vietnamese 
buildup in the Mekong Delta, 
possibly 
indicating 
a m ajor 
Communist m ilitary effort is 
planned in the populous region 
south of the capital. 
Communist 
ground 
fire 
downed and destroyed the three 
light model Army observation 
helicopters as they were used 
to support Allied ground troops 
in widely separated incidents 
Monday, but only one crewman 
was injured. 
The crashes raised American 
helicopter 
losses 
in combat 
operations in nine years of war 
in Vietnam to 1,454, spokesmen 
said. 
A mine, apparently attached 
by 
a 
Communist 
frogman 
exploded early today against 
the port side of the U.S. Navy 
tank landing ship New London 
County in the northern coastal 
harbor of Chu Lai, 335 m iles 
northeast of Saigon.

blast 
caused 
minor 
flooding in the 400-foot ship, but 
spokesm en said there w ere no 
casualties among its 
crew of 
about 150. It was the first time 
since late 1968 that a m ajor 
American Navy ship has been

The 63-year-old educator and 
sem anticist has ruled him self 
out of not only a Senate race 
but also any other contest — 
including governor or superin­ 
tendent of public instruction. 
Hayakawa intends to publicly 
announce his decision Thursday 
at

Francisco

conference. 
The college president conclud­ 
ed last weekend, a source told 
UPI, that he wanted to stay at 
San Francisco State and work 
toward improving and imple­ 
m enting 
program s 
he 
has 
initiated. 
The decision leaves Rep. John 
Tunney of Riverside as the only 
announced 
candidate for the 
D em ocratic Senate nomination. 
Rep. 
George 
Brown 
of 
Monterey 
Park has said he 
plans to run but has not made 
an official announcement. 
U.S. Sen. George Murphy is 
expected to be unopposed for 
the Republican nomination. 
Hayakawa e arlie r had author­ 
ized persons urging him to run 
to make prelim inary arrange­ 
m ents for a campaign. But he- 
delayed a final, firm decision. 
San Francisco State College 
vice presidents and deans were 
pressuring Hayakawa to make 
up his mind one way or the 
other. He prom ised to do so by 
the end of this month. 
Last weekend, San Francisco 
Mayor 
Joseph 
Alioto 
and 
Hayakawa separately analyzed 
the results of a private poll and 
decided not to run for office

The local Head Start pro­ 
gram has a dilemma.

“Now all we need are the men 
to build the fence." Head Start 
headquarters 
is at 1,000 W. 
Ocean Ave. 
The 
program, 
financed 
under the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, assists pre-school 
children from underprivileged 
families in preparing them for 
kindergarten. Some of these 
children also have social and 
other related problems. 
Mrs. Morales also noted the 
need for women to supervise the 
children at play. Donations of 
toys, clothes or a television set 
would be welcome. The televi­ 
sion would be used for tuning 
in the children’s educational 
program, “Sesame Street," at 
11:30 a.m. Anyone interested in 
donating their time or any of the 
above items may contact Head 
Start offices at RE 6-6069. 
The school operates five days 
a week, from 9:00 a.m. - 12:30 
p.m. It also provides a snack 
at 9:30 and a hot noon meal 
for the children. 


land because of a steady rise 
in taxes. 
Later, Supervisor 
Francis H. 
Beattie explained 
that the county in rare instances 
could approve smaller parcels 
if they represented a firm eco­ 
nomic unit. 
Not many types 
of agriculture would qualify for 
the relaxed requirement, how­ 
ever. 
The meeting was scheduled for 
city planners to explore recent 
changes in the state laws gov­ 
erning agriculture preserves. 
On hand were six of the city’s 
seven commissioners, James 
Longtin, city attorney; Gene 
Wahlers, city administrator, 
Councilwoman Charlotte Ben­ 
ton; Clinton Sherrod, city plan­ 
ning director; Beattie, Susan 
Trescher, deputy county coun­ 
cil; Bill Cook, the county’s 
chief appraiser; and Robert C. 
Lilley, county planning commis­ 
sioner. 


At the conclusion the commis­ 
sioners voted to protest the 
creation of agriculture pre­ 
serves on the city’s boundaries, 
and 
on the advice of Miss 
Treacher to protest the exe­ 
cution of agriculture preserve 
status. 
Earlier, Cook said that 175, 
000 acres out of a potential 
of about 350,000 acres in the 
county had achieved preserve 
status 
by the end of 1969 
and that the net affect of tax 
assessment reductions had only 
a 
minor 
affect on the coun­ 
ty’s tax base thus far. 


Cook and Goodall both agreed 
that they had reservations about 
the application of the preserve 
law, but that it was the only 
tool the county had to cope 
with the economic plight of 
the farmer. 
It would take 
a vote of the people to change 
the state law. 
Beattie, who achieved pre­ 
serve status recently on land 
owned by his family, said he 
had held off applying for the 


status until “ taxes began to 
gobble us up.” 
“ For the time being," he 
said, “ we’re just going to have 
to live with the law.” 
For sometime, the city com­ 
mission has opposed agricul­ 
ture preserves on city’s bor­ 
ders, because of the adverse 
affect on future expansion of 
the city. 
The owner of a 
preserve which is annexed must 
pay a penalty for getting out 
of the contract—more if he is 
agreeable to the annexation or 
less if he opposes it. 
Commissioner Sol Lefkowitz 
said “ something should be done 
in the face of the economic 
threats to the farmer, but that 
it should be done on the sub­ 
ject. 
“ How much more taxes 
will I have to pay on my house 
as a result of the agriculture 
preserves," he asked. 
Cook 
said the affect was minimal thus 
far, but conceded that reduc­ 
tions in assessments on the 
farm land would have to be 
spread over other land uses, 
particularly urban uses. 
Later, Lefkowitz said he felt 
better about the agriculture pre­ 
serve 
picture, 
following the 
meeting. 
Kranig said he was sympa­ 
thetic with the plight of the 
farmer, but that some other 
way should be found to grant 
relief. 
During the discussion, Lil­ 
ley declared that the law be­ 
came necessary because of a 
failure of zoning procedure reg­ 
ulations. 
“ It’s a lousey piece 
of legislation,” he declared. 
Cook in reply said that Lil­ 
ley’s view was not the whole 
story. The vagaries of the land 
market was a prime factor 
also, he said.

Estimates of future water re­ 
quirements, as visualized by 
the County Flood Control and 
Water Conservation District of­ 
ficials, were approved Monday 
by district directors showing 
that the county will need some 
7,800 acre feet of supplemen­ 
tal state water in 1976, with 
needs expanding greatly every 
year for the next four years to 
57,700 acre feet entitlement by 
2001. 


However, such estimates and 
plans for the allocation of water 
from the State Water Project 
will be meaningless unless the 
county can persuade San Luis 
Obispo County to share in fi­ 
nancing a multi-million dollar 
aqueduct to bring water to the 
Santa Maria terminus area. 
It is felt that the county can­ 
not finance such a project alone 
to bring water through San Luis 
Obispo County to this county. 
At present, county supervisors 
who comprise the district board 
are still undecided as to exact 
steps to take in regard to the 
aqueduct. They are expected to 
make a final decision this year, 
after receiving a comprehen­ 
sive report as to full water 
needs from Water Consultant 
Robert M. Edmonston. 
Edmonston has set up a tem­ 
porary timetable on water needs 
as now felt to be needed in 
periods to come. This could be 
revised radically in view of 


continued industrial, business 
and residential buildup of the 
county, particularly on the South 
Coast. The report is to be sub­ 
mitted this spring.

Youth problems in the county 
in recent years has brought on 
a “one thousand fold increase" 
in venereal disease cases in 
the county, County Health Offi­ 
cer Joseph T. Nardo told coun­ 
ty supervisors Monday.

Dr. Nardo said the county’s 
application for the $200,000 pro­ 
gram will probably be drawn up 
for submission in February.

“We have been trying to get 
a comprehensive program for 
county youth," he explained. 
The new association will help 
agencies in the county to get 
Federal health grants. 


Dr. Nardo said that a com­ 
mittee of the association is 
interviewing applicants for the 
post of executive director.

LICENSES, BUSINESS 
SECTION 16-1 DEFINITIONS. 
(a) Business. As used in this chapter, 
“ business” 
includes professions, 
trades, and occupations and all and 
every kind of calling whether or not 
carried on for profit.

CAPE 
KENNEDY 
(UPI)- 
America’s first space station 
project is emerging unscathed 
from the latest cutbacks in the 
manned 
spaceflight program 
caused by the government’s 
budget squeeze. 
The first launch of the three- 
man station, called an orbital 
workshop, remains on schedule 
for July, 1972, despite revisions 
that 
have stretched out the 
Apollo moon landing program 
two years longer than once 
planned. 
And 
one 
of 
the 
Apollo 
moonflights was sacrificed to 
free a Saturn 5 rocket for the 
launch of the 60-ton space 
station. Seven moon expeditions 
remain in the lunar program. 
The space station effort is 
called the Apollo Applications 
Program. It is designed to take 
advantage 
of equipment 
de­ 
signed for project Apollo and 
utilize them in expanding the 
nation’s earth orbital manned 
spaceflight capabilities. 
The orbital workshop is being 
constructed inside a cavernous 
fuel tank of a Saturn upper 
stage rocket like the ones that 
give moon pilots their final 
push from the earth’s grip. The 
workshop is designed to support 
three men for up to eight weeks 
at a time in orbit around earth.

workshop design to make it 
more livable and useful. 
For one thing, a window 
will 
be 
cut 
in 
its 
walljso that 
astronauts 
can 
observe and 
photograph 
the 
earth. 
Two 
small airlocks also will be 
installed in the sides of the 
station 
to 
expose 
scientific 
experiments to outside space. 
The floor plan also is being 
rearranged, 
with 
partioned 
compartments 
now providing 
sleep 
areas, bathroom facili­ 
ties, a work area and a ward­ 
room. 
The w o r k s h o p will be 
launched unmanned. The next 
day, 
its first crew will be 
orbited by a Saturn IB rocket. 
They will rendezvous and hook 
up with the station and occupy 
it four weeks. 
In October, 1972, a second set 
of astronauts will fly to the 
workshop 
and 
spend 
eight 
weeks in it. The workshop will 
be visited by a third crew for 
another eight weeks in January, 
1973.

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San Quentin wages endless war 
against weapons made by inmates

SAN QUENTIN 
(UPI) - 
While 
the 
debate 
over gun 
control 
laws 
attracts 
wide 
publicity in most states, an 
endless campaign against .con­ 
traband weapons has long been 
an unpublicized routine behind 
the walls of every penitentiary 
in every state. 
Despite strict rules and tight 
security, prison inmates live 
and work in a daily atmosphere 
of violence that no number of 
guards can eliminate. 
For a break-out attempt, for 
intimidating other inmates—or 
simply 
for 
self-protection— 
prisoners 
arm 
themselves. 
Their 
weapons 
are usually 
crude and improvised, but they 
do deadly work. 
Three years ago a convict at 
the California State Prison at 
San Quentin was killed in his 
cell by another convict who 
used a piece of pipe for a hand 
cannon 
and 
ground 
match 
heads as propellant to blast a 
two-inch cube of brass into the 
forehead of his victim. 
“ If a man wants a weapon 
badly enough, he’ll find a way 
to make it,” said William E. 
Hankins, a burley ex-Marine 
who deals with San Quentin’s 
incidents of violence as the 
prison’s investigating sergeant. 
Most inmate weapons, Han­ 
kins said, are made in the 
workshops 
of 
San Quentin’s 
industrial area. 
“ A guard in each workshop 
issues all tools to a freeman 
(civil 
service foreman) who 
must personally supervise the 
use 
of each tool,” 
Hankins 
explained. “ But when you are 
working you can’t see every­ 
thing that happens around you, 
and all it takes to turn a flat 
piece of metal into a blade is a 
few seconds against a grind­ 
stone.” 
San Quentin’s staff includes a 
specially trained 6-man squad 


which continually searches the 
cells 
of the 
prison’s 3,470 
inmates for weapons and other 
contraband. 
“ In a typical 6-week period,” 
Hankins said, “ they turn up 
about 40 stabbing weapons and 
40 
clubs. 
The 
number 
of 
weapons varies according to the 
‘tem perature’ 
(tenseness 
among inmates)” Hankins said. 
“ When it’s hot you find more 
weapons, 
when 
things 
are 
clam er 
you 
don’t 
find 
so 
many.” 
During “hot” periods, such as 
racial violence last spring at 
San Quentin, Hankins spends 
much 
of 
his 
time 
quietly 
tracking down and collecting 
weapons. 


“ I 
guess I think like an 
inmate,” said Hankins, who is 
called “ Big Hank” by priso­ 
ners. 
“ During one hot period a 
couple of years ago I dug up as 
many as 30 weapons a day in 
the prison yard. I just sat upon 
a sawdust pile and took note of 
where 
different 
groups 
of 
inmates 
were sitting during 
their work break. 
“ Then when they went back 
to work,” he said, “ I just poked 
around where they were sitting 
and 
dug 
up 
all 
kinds 
of 
improvised knives and black­ 
jacks.” 
Knives and pipe sections are 
the 
most 
common weapons, 
Hankins said, because they are 
easy to make and to conceal. 
But San Quentin also has in its 
collection of confiscated wea­ 
pons some rather sophisticated 
zip guns. 
The most elaborate weapon 
constructed by an inmate was 
an automatic repeating wea­ 
pons with battery ignition and a 
cartridge 
magazine. 
It 
was 
used to hijack a prison truck 
for 
an almost - successful at­ 
tempt.

vexed, 
perplexed and otherwise trou­ 
bled the mind of man ever 
since the days of JuliusC aesar, 
during whose reign the month 
of January was discovered. 
Which was the only blot on 
Julius’ otherwide impeccable 
caesarship. 
The ancients, steeped as they 
were in myths and supersti­ 
tions, tended to blame January 
either on evil spirits or just 
plain bad luck. But in our age 
of scientific enlightenment we 
demand 
a 
more 
rational 
explanation. 
Scholars who have studied the 
month closely now agree that 
January has five major defects 
that turn people against it. 
1. 
One 
serious 
flaw 
is 
January’s 
nasty 
habit 
of 
making its appearance immedi­ 
ately after New Year’s Eve. 
Invariably, that gets it off to a 
bad start. 
People awaken on Jan. 1, find 
themselves in a shambles and, 
being unwilling to admit they 
have done this to themselves, 
look around for something to 
blame 
their 
condition 
on. 
January makes a convenient 
scapegoat. 
The feeling of hostility and 
resentment 
directed 
against 
January at that moment may 
develop 
into 
blind 
hatred, 
depending on how quickly the 
aspirin takes effect. And often 
the grudge lasts for the full 31 
days. 
2. Another blemish is Janua- 
ry ’s unfortunate trait of always 
being the first month of the 
year. 
Most of us spend the 
entire month writing the wrong 
date 
on 
our 
checks 
and 
otherwise trying to get adjusted 
to the change. 
Being thus preoccupied, we 
pay scant attention to Janua­ 
ry ’s 
many 
virtues. 
Which 
E 
ves 
that 
the 
early bird 
sn’t always get the worm. 
3. January suffers from being 
the month in which most people 


break their New Year’s resolu­ 
tions. 
As 
a 
rule, 
we 
have 
no 
compunctions 
about breaking 
resolution in February. But the 
failure to keep them even a 
month makes us feel guilty and 
we become outraged at January 
for lasting so long. 
4. January jnakes the fatal 
mistake of succeeding Decem­ 
ber, which is a hard act to 
follow. 
All of those bills that come 
due in January rightfully should 
be blamed on December. But 
we 
maintain r a 
benevolent 
attitude toward December and 
unfairly holding January ac­ 
countable. 
5. And besides that, January 
is 
the 
month in which for 
millions of wage-earnersSocial 
Security 
tax withholding re- 
sumes. 


Sometimes a shakedown by 
the search squad will overlook 
a weapon whose separate parts 
are constructed so that their 
Veal use escapes detection until 
they are assembled.

“ When you give them the 
chance to work, you give them 
the chance to make weapons. 
You have to weigh the security 
problems caused by each new 
rehabilitation program against 
the gains from that program .”

Celtics still look 
for new Russell 
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Area fishermen received an 
extra portion of central coast­ 
al waters now open to fishing 
last week’s announcement that 
a portion of the Vandenberg 
A ir Force Base will be avail­ 
able for fishing. 
The 
beaches 
surrounding 
Ocean Park will be open on a 
daily basis although civilians 
w ill be expected to evacuate 
the area during missile or space 
booster launches, 
according 
to the Air Force. 
Base officials are to be con­ 
gratulated for this move, re­ 
turning to a policy which was 
in effect last year until the 
floods. 
There are some rules, which 
the Air Force has established 
concerning the use of the beach 
front and all civilians are en­ 
couraged to follow them. 
There is to be no fishing 
at night (it’s against the state 
fish and game code, anyway) 
and no overnight camping. Al­ 
so, the only authorized entry 
point is from the Ocean Park 
parking lot and areas to the 
east and north of the stretch 
of open beach are marked with 
‘ No Tresspassing” signs and 
should be obeyed. 
Ml It takes to lose this privi­ 
lege is for one or two per­ 
sons to ignore the established 
regulations. 
Another, proced­ 
ure which all fishermen should 
follow is that of leaving an 
area the way they found it rather 
than making deposits of litter 
to mark good fishing spots for 
others. 
A ll in all, most ocean fish­ 
ing activity is still on the slow 
side, mostly because of poor 
weather conditions. 
Reports from Harbor Associ­ 
ates, which operates the launch­ 
ing facility at Port San Luis, 
have been discouraging to any­ 
one contemplating a fishing trip. 
Although 
heavy 
seas have 
quieted down, at least on a 
temporary basis prior to this 
past weekend’s storm, the ocean 
is still very dirty and roiled. 
The few boats that did go out 
returned with blues and yellow 
tail bass. 
The party boats 
have done fairly well on cow 
cod with a few scattered ling 
cod from the Pt. Sal area. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
A controversy over the open­ 
ing date of Lopez Lake for 
trout fishing has definitely been 
settled. 
A letter from the 
California Fish and Game Com­ 
mission in answer to a query 
leaves no doubt as to the cor­ 
rect date. 
The reply states: “ The 1970 
sport fishing regulations are 
effective March I, 1970. 
Lo­ 
pez Lake is included in those 
central and northern California 
lakes and reservoirs which will 
be open to fishing effective 
March 1, 1970.” 


“ The limit in Lopez Lake 
w ill be five trout, but not more 
than 10 pounds and one fish 
from March 1 through May 1, 
1970. 
From May 2 through 
November 
15 the lim it will 
be ten trout but not more than 
10 pounds and one fish.” 
“ From November 16 through 
the last day of February 1971, 
the limit again will return to 
five trout, but not more than 
10 pounds and one fish.” 
So there you have it. 
Fish­ 
ing will be open soon at Lo­ 


pez, but watch the winter limits 
until May 2. 
In the southern part of the 
state, the DFG hatcheries are 
bulging with trout but large 
scale stocking cannot get under­ 
way 
until 
the streams and 
waters warm up a bit. 
Apparently 
lake 
tempera­ 
tures, below 40 degrees, and 
stream temperatures, below 42 
degrees; are too low for good 
survival of newly stocked trout. 
Margarita Lake reports that 
activity was quiet with few ang­ 
lers out. 
Those that showed 
up said the crappie fishing was 
excellent. 
Fishing is also slow at Na- 
cimiento with a few bass being 
taken in deep water on lead 
head jigs but fish are running 
HUNTING 
The season for most every­ 
thing has come to an end with 
the exception of black brant 
season, which closes Feb. 22. 
The final deer report from 
the DFG Is now in hand and 
we note that the regular sea­ 
son buck kill was much under 
average of the last five years. 
Last year’s kill was 48,288 
compared with an average of 
57,726 a year for the period 
from 1964 through 1968. 
The 
kill in Santa Barbara County 
was 861 against 943 the pre­ 
vious year and a five year av­ 
erage of 1,147. 
In San Luis 
Obispo hunters bagged 1,092 
against 1,262 for 1968 and a 
five year average of 1.439. 
COMMISSION REPORTS 
Commercial fishing interests 
will ask for an extra 75,000 
tons of anchovies from the com­ 
mission at its next meeting, in­ 
creasing the tonnage to 150,000 
tons of the original 200,000 
ton demands. 
This w ill no doubt get the 
backing of the DFG which ap­ 
parently is being led down the 
road to an extinction program 
of the little shiny food fish, 
as was the case for sardines 
and mackerel. 
Governor Ronald Reagan was 
presented fishing license num­ 
ber 1 at the last meeting of 
the California Fish and Game 
Commission. His proclamation 
officially began the centennial 
observance of the establishment 
of the California Fish and Game 
Commission in 1870. 
The old 
commission, or Board of Fish 
Commissioners, was created 
April 2, 1870, “ to provide for 
the restoration and preserva­ 
tion of fish in the waters of 
this” and was the direct fore­ 
runner of the present commis­ 
sion and the California Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game.

Tom Heinsohn was 
asked, for B ill Russell to be 
back in a Boston Celtic uniform 
by Feb. 15? 
“ As far as I know, no,” said 
Heinsohn, “ But Red Auerbach 
does stay in pretty close touch 
with him. They’re on the phone 
a couple times a week.” 
Heinsohn is the former Cel­ 
tic 
player who became the 
team’s coach when, after last 
season’s championship, Russell 
retired to languish among the 
palm trees and movie sets of 
Hollywood. 
Auerbach 
is the 
former coach who became the 
general manager when Russell 
became player - coach four sea­ 
sons ago. 
Auerbach still has not accep­ 
ted the notion that Russell is 
gone from his life forever. The 
Celtics as a team have had a 
miserable time adjusting to it 
too. And Russell? He is 36 
years old, antediluvian in terms 
of basketball legs and lungs, 
but he would be a menace at 
center if he were 936 years 
old. And it is said that in 
Hollywood now he is not mak­ 
ing the kind of money he had 
become accustomed to in Bos­ 
ton. 
The 
Celtics have replaced 
Russell with a four - headed, 
eight - legged creature. The new 
center shoots as well 
as Don 
Nelson, leaps as high as Rich 
Johnson, rebounds as ruggedly 
as Bad News Barnes and is as 
tall as 7-foot Henry Finkel. Un­ 
fortunately 
this 
creature 
comes in four different pack­ 
ages. 
“ We’ve used almost everybo­ 
dy but Emmette Bryant at cen­ 
ter,” said Heinsohn. Bryant is 
a 6-1 guard. 
For the previous 13 seasons 
(the length of Russell’s career), 
the Celtics have been the fin­ 
est championship machine in the 
history of team sports in this 
country, the New York Yankees, 
the Green Bay Packers, the 
Montreal Canadiens, the Joe Do­ 
nato Sportsmen’s Bowl team in 
the Schenectady, N.Y., bowling 
league of the same name not­ 
withstanding.

Eldridge Cleaver, author and Black Panther leader, would 
like to come home. 
In self-imposed exile in Algiers with his family, he told 
an interviewing reporter that if he could be sure he would 
be given his day in court and permitted bail, he would open­ 
ly and publicly return to the United States to fare the charges 
against him. 
He is wanted for alleged parole violation in 
California. 


“ My whole purpose is to actively participate in the (revo­ 
lutionary) struggle and I want to do it inside the United 
States,” he said. 


“ As far as I’m concerned there’s nothing the govern­ 
ment can do that would make me want to see it go on,” he 
added. “ I don’t want to see the capitalist system in the United 
States try to solve its problems. I want to see it submerged 
in failure.” 


Evidently, Cleaver does not believe he would receive a 
fair hearing in court, for there is nothing to prevent his 
return at any time. 
Thus he sits in A lgiers, like a latter- 
day Lenin awaiting the collapse of the old regime and the 
call to take over the revolution, while he scoffs at “ Zion­ 
is ts ” and “ Uncle Toms” in America and speaks with ad­ 
m iration of such men as Prem ier Kim Ik sung of North Ko­ 
rea.

Unfortunately for Cleaver, he is no Lenin and the United 
States is not czorist Russia. He will sit a long time. 
There have been charges of late that the police are wag­ 
ing a nationwide campaign of “ Genocide’ against the Black 
Panthers. 
One allegation was that 28 have been liquidated 
by other Black Panters. 
The most recent incident involving police was the killing 
of Illinois Black Panther chairman Fred Hampton and an­ 
other man in a raid on a Panther headquarters in Chicago. 
There was question whether the police were shot at first 
or whether they came in blazing away without provocation. 
The question was strong enough to move “ Zionist” Ar­ 
thur Goldberg and “ Uncle Tom’ 
Roy Wilkins (Cleaver’s 
descriptions) to set up a “ citizens’ commission of inquiry’ 
and for five black congressm en to hold an unofficial hear­ 
ing in Chicago. 
It goes without saying that the m urder by police or the

Obsolete textbooks

Last week’s story about the disposal 
of surplus school testbooks has spurred 
the interest of Assemblyman W. Don Mac- 
Gillivray and State Senator Robert J. 
Lagomarsino. 
It is clear that the problem afflicts 
the entire state. An investigation con­ 
ducted by La&umart>iuo in Sacramento 
indicates,that the state has 150 tons of 
the surplus books in one Sacramento 
warehouse. 
The stockpiles re­ 
sult from the adop­ 
tion every four to 
eight years of new 
textbooks. It should 
be noted that many of 
the books have been 
ruled insufficient be­ 
cause 
of 
new ap­ 
proaches to the so­ 
cial 
scene and be­ 
cause 
of the man­ 
dated involvement with corrections inthe 
history of various segments of the popu­ 
lations. 
More will be heard about all this. 
Obsolete textbooks that are usuable 
for educational purposes may be dispos­ 
ed of by governing boards of school dis­ 
tricts 
in 
which 
a 
superintendent 
of schools is employed, and in other 
school districts with the approval of the 
county superintendent of schools in the 
following ways: 
1) They may be used as supplemen­ 
tary textbooks by the districts or maybe 
placed in the county free library and han­ 
dled in the same manner as any other 
supplementary textbooks. 
2) If such textbooks are not needed 
as supplementary textbooks in the dis­ 
trict certain m aterials may be removed 
from such textbooks and used for in­ 
structional purposes in accordance with 


such instructions as are given by the 
governing board of the school district. 
3) Such books may be sold for a nom­ 
inal price for use within the State of 
California to any organization which 
agrees to use such books for educational 
purposes and agrees also to make no 
charge of any kind to the persons to whom 
such organization gives or lends such 
books. 
4) Such books may be donated to the 
United States government or any agency 
thereof. 
5) Such books may be donated to any 
public agency or institution of the state 
of California or to any other state, te r­ 
ritory or possession of the United States 
or the government of any country which 
formerly was a territory or possession 
of the United States. 
6) Such books may be sold for a nom­ 
inal price to any international civic or 
service club having one or more clubs 
in California and approved by the gov­ 
erning board of the school district or by 
the superintendent of public instruction 
provided such civic or service club 
agrees to distribute such books for edu­ 
cational purposes and to make no charg­ 
es of any kind to the persons to re­ 
ceiving the books. 
7) Such books may be donated to chil­ 
dren and other persons who reside inthe 
school district for the purpose of increas­ 
ing the general literacy of the citizenry. 
8) Such books may be mutilated so as 
not to be salable as books and sold for 
use in the manufacture of paper pulp 
or other sim ilar substances at the high- 
est price that can be obtained or may 
be burned or otherwise destroyed as 
may be directed, providing that no books 
shall be burned or destroyed until 30 
days after notice lias been given to the 
state department of education. No burning

It could be that 
service clubs might be willing to pay the 
costs of shipping and even birddog the 
whole operation to see that the needy 
got shipment. Then again what about the 
needy in our own community.

Inadvertently serving our U.S. dollar, 
Soviet Russia gold sales are helping to 
burst the great gold bubble and put gold 
back on its $35 bottom. Moreover, the un­ 
revealed reasons for the Soviet’s sec­ 
ret sales shed new light on the situa­ 
tion in Russia. 
Most of the Red gold 
the sudden and immense 
W estern European steel.

The untold 
facts em erge from 
M aiorov’s gold m ar­ 
ket contacts there. 
Even 
with Swiss 
intim ates Maiorov remained mum, as us­ 
ual, on R ussia’s gold production and sup­ 
ply, although theU.S.S.R. generally is re­ 
garded as the w orld’s second largest pro­ 
ducer next to South Africa. But Maio­ 
rov did privately describe a new and 
startling serie s of Soviet gold strikes. 


These are in northeast Siberia, across 
the Bering Strait from Alaska. The min­ 
ing complex is now incorporated into the 
single Kremlin project long called Dal- 
story — which, in Russian, means the 
“ F ar North P ro ject.” The adm inistra­ 
tive hub is Magadan, at the head of Nag- 
ayevo Bay on the forlorn Sea of Ok­ 
hotsk, a guarded city sheltered by a 
magnificient harbor that sits below sheer 
cliffs which drop from the bleak tun­ 
dras. Maiorov also offered large amounts 
of platinum, which is also mined in the 
sprawling Dalstory project. 
Today, Maiorov said, Magadan ties 
together 60 large gold fields stretching 
to the Arctic Ocean and especially along 
the Kolyma River. There are nearly 
10,000 mining camps and state farm s in 
the complex, he stated, and then let slip 
the rem ark that “ most of these mines 
are running 24 hours a day.” 


Maiorov’s observation ignored the fact 
that this area is also the main location 
for Soviet concentration camps. These 
are identical to the Nazi horror camps at 
Belsen, Dachau, Buchenwald and the 
others, only much larger. 
Thus while our gold mines struggle 
against high and often unprofitable pro­ 
duction costs and many in Alaska and 
elsew here are closed, Dalstory has no 
such struggle. An estim ated 120,000 
replacem ents per year are being poured 
in from E astern Europe and the Soviet 
Union itself to join the other pitiable 
victim s in these mines. 
There is an old saying in Russia: 
“Gold has no odor.” Once refined into 
bullion, pure 
Communist gold is as 
readily convertible as any other on Eur­ 
ope’s free gold m arkets — London, Z ur­ 
ich, Amsterdam, etc. In exchange, the So­ 
viet receives any currency the Kremlin 
wants, including American dollars, or 
Maiorov adds to the credit balances in 
the two main Communist banks in West­ 
ern Europe — the Moscow Norodony 
Bank in London and the Bank Commer- 
ciale de 1’Europe du Nord in P aris. 
Maiorov is using both as the spear­ 
heads for the surprising steel orders. 
The first indications of the flood came 
from VOEST, the Austrian state steel­ 
works at Linz, which developed a revolu­ 
tionary LD oxygen - converter process. 
Within days the Mannesman West G er­ 
man consortium andDEMAG, the French- 
Belgian consortium, felt the immense 
new demand. Now the flood has spread 
through much of the Italian and B ritish 
steel industries and even has overflowed 
into Spain. 


Behind the scenes, so large have these 
orders become that they are now affect­ 
ing our own steel industry. They repre­ 
sent a chief reason why European steel 
exports into our American m arket are 
dram atically slackening — to A m erica’s 
advantage. In the face of this new Rus­ 
sian demand, many European m ills are so 
booked up that they have little or no 
steel to dump here. This explains the re­ 
versal which widely puzzled American 
steelm akers. 
M aiorov’s Zurich contacts have anal­ 
yzed the Soviet orders. T heir finding is 
additionally revealing. The orders are 
for structural shapes, girders, conerete- 
reiniorcem ent rods, rails, pipe, hydrau- 


lic tubes, etc. Clearly, they are not for 
war m aterials. Russia is ordering no al­ 
loys. Construction item s predominate. 
As a result, the Swiss analysis reach­ 
es two conclusions. F irst, Soviet Russia 
is embarking on vast home construction 
and reconstruction program s long over­ 
due and never achieved by its own tout­ 
ed Five-Year Plans. Second, the Soviet 
has been boasting about its steel indus­ 
try for years. Yet that vital industry 
is actually so ailing that only Red gold 
and trem endous orders now suddenly 
given in the West can rescue the deba­ 
cle.

We have known racial bitterness for 
two centuries — but kept it under cover. 
In the end, opening these sores to public 
argument will bring people closer. 
In an earlier era, the tim e of violence 
came when the Inquisition began to ease. 
The open turm oil in eastern Eruope began 
when the Soviet Union lowered re stric ­ 
tions for a period. Black rioting spread 
here 
when the lot of the Negro was 
made a little better. 
More crim e is reported today. P er­ 
haps, in part, this is because we have 
gone so far in insuring men’s legal 
rights that we have created loopholes 
through which skilled lawyers can make 
a mockery of the law. It may be, in fact, 
that we have erred seriously 
in this. 
But rem em ber, that 
if what we have 
done was a mistake, it was not because 
the Cosa Nostra forced us to the well. 
It was not hatred for men. It was rather 
our good intentions, our love for men, 
that made us give even wanton killers 
these unprecedented rights. And we have 
the ability under our system to read­ 
just our techniques to bring legal jus­ 
tice back into balance. 


B itter dissatisfaction with war has 
been traditional in the United States. 
Many settlers came to escape the con­ 
stant w ars in their homelands. Some his­ 
torians estim ate 30 to 40 per cent of 
Am ericans were opposed to fighting the 
Revolution. Many objected to the Civil 
War; m ore than a thousand men were 
killed in draft riots in New York alone. 
Abraliam Lincoln for a time authorized 
suspension of habeas corpus. World W ars 
I and II engendered much silent oppo­ 
sition. 
President 
Eisenhower 
cam­ 
paigned for the presidency on a pledge 
to stop the Korean war. 
Historically, the p ress has played down 
dissatisfaction in wartime. But this cen­ 
sorship (som etim es mandatory, some­ 
tim es voiuntary)has given a false appear­ 
ance 
of uniformity in thought. Today’s 
raucous headlines are confusing— flaunt­ 
ing the opposition of alm ost every group 
that denounces the government of the war. 


This freedom som etim es gives apicture 
of overwhelming dissent when there is 
unity. But this reporter believes that in 
the end this freedom, however m isused 
at tim es, will give us new strength. 
T here are few violent protest parades 
in Moscow. Pravda makes no harsh c ri­ 
ticism s against the government. Soviet 
television shows no Russian students 
carrying banners. We know this is not ev­ 
idence either of unity o r of strength. 
It takes a greatness for a country to 
investigate itself as thoroughly as we are 
now looking into what happened at My 
Lai. It is a sign of m aturity for a coun­ 
try to debate so openly the rightness of 
a war in which it is engaged, to ques­ 
tion national p rio rities in space and in de­ 
fense and to ask with such force wheth­ 
e r we are doing all that we should in 
poverty, education, pollution control and 
in giving all men their just rights.
